You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield Town Hall the eighth 
day of March next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects:

3. To see if the Town will vote to reconstruct the bridge on Cross Mill 
Road. (By Petition) 

4. Toseeif the Town will vote to consider minimum road maintenance 
on a section of. Cross Mill Road Extension to allow for safe traffic for 
emergency and fire equipment vehicles. This also, includes snow plowing. 
(By Petition) 

5. To see if the Town will vote to designate the following roads as Scenic 
Roads: Zion Hill Road, Bay Hill Road, Shedd Road, Bean Hill Road, Reser- 
voir Road, Old Hidden Lane, Shaker Road, Hodgdon Road, Knowles Pond 
Road, Oak Hill Road (south portion) and Shaw Hill Road (middle section). 
(By Request) 
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6. Whereas, the Town of Northfield, in cooperation with Plymouth State 
College, in response to an expressed interest of the Selectmen of its neighbor- 
ing towns in a joint Solid Waste Disposal Program, has proposed a feasibili- 
ty study estimated to cost $1,250.00 for the construction of refuse to energy 
facilities in Plymouth to accommodate a limited regional Solid Waste Disposal 
Program. The feasibility study to be initiated following approval at the 
March, 1983 Town Meeting, with a report to be completed with recommen- 
dations for further action to be presented to the participating towns at their 
1984 or earlier Town Meetings. 

To participate in the program, be it resolved that the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to cooperate with the Regional Incinerator Feasibility 
Study and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,250.00 as its share of the 
cost of the study. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support of immediate 
actions by the Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain which 
is harmful to the environment and economy of Northfield and to the health 
and welfare of the people of Northfield.

The record of the vote on this article shall be transmitted to the New Hamp- 
shire Congressional Delegation and to the President of the United States.

9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept, 
receive and expend any Federal funds that may become available to the Town 
within the fiscal year 1983. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to Joseph D. Cotoni and Sandra L. Cotoni 
and their heirs, assigns and successors a pedestrian easement 12 feet in width 
over land of the Town of Northfield running with the southeasterly sideline 
of Lot number | as shown on a plan of cottage lots for Leroy A. Glines 
recorded in the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds as plan number 455 
from Sandogardy Pond Road or Glines Road, so-called, to the westerly shore 
of Sandogardy Pond and to see if the Town will vote to grant a variance 
for overnight parking of one automobile on said Sandogardy Pond Road 
or Glines Road, so-called, to Sandra L. Cotoni and Joseph D. Cotoni and 
their heirs, assigns, and successors. (By Request) 

11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayment of taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes. 
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12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to dis- 
count by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 
days of the date of billing. 

13. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 

14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to administer or dispose 
of any real estate, that may be acquired through the Tax Collector’s deeds. 

15. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting.

Members of the Board: 

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and ac- 
count groups of the Town of Northfield for the year ended December 31, 
1981 and have issued our report thereon dated March 8, 1982. As part of 
our examination, we reviewed and tested the Town’s system of internal ac- 
counting control to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system 
as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, 
the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon 
in determining the nature, timing and extent of other such auditing procedures 
that are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. Such 
study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe to 
be material weaknesses. 


Cash Receipts Journal 

The Selectman’s cash receipts journal is currently being maintained by the 
Town Treasurer. In view of this serious weakness in internal accounting con- 
trol, we recommend that said journal be maintained in the Selectman’s of- 
fice under their direction. 


Property Valuation 

We noted that a difference of approximately $1.6 million existed between 
total taxable Town property per the Town records and that used to compute 
the tax rate. We strongly urge that the Board of Selectmen adopt controls 
to agree the Town inventory of taxable property to the documents used to 
compute the tax rate before the rate is set. 


Other 

The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but 
not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and reliability of financial records for prepar- 
ing financial statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The con- 
cept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a system of internal 
accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also recog- 
nizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and 
judgement by management. 
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There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the 
performance of most control procedures, errors can result from misunder- 
standing of instructions, mistakes of judgement, carelessness or other per- 
sonal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends upon segrega- 
tion of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures 
can be circumvented intentionally by management with respect to the 
estimates and judgements required in the preparation of financial statements. 
Further, projection of any evaluation of internal accounting control to future 
periods is subject to risk that the procedures may become inadequate because 
of changes in conditions and that the degree of compliance with the pro- 
cedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting con- 
trol for the year ended December 31, 1981 which was set forth in the first 
paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 


Other areas, while not material weaknesses in internal accounting control, 
merit your attention. These recommendations are not the result of a special 
study. 


Inventory of Fixed Assets 

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town 
has not maintained a record of its fixed assets. The value of fixed assets for 
all municipalities is substantial and usually are greater in value than the cur- 
rent assets; therefore, adequate accounting procedures and records for fixed 
assets are essential to the protective custody of governmental property. We 
offer the following recommendations as an aid in establishing fixed assets 
records. 

1. Define clearly what constitutes fixed asset categories. 

2. Plan and perform a complete inventory of all fixed assets, as deter- 
mined by the above criteria. 

3. Assign values to each fixed asset in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles. Such assets should be recorded at historical or 
estimated historical cost, if the original cost is not available, or in the 
case of gifts or contributions, at the fair market value at the time 
received. 


Federal Information Returns 

Federal law requires that any person, partnership or unincorporated 
business providing a service to the Town that is paid in excess of $600 per 
calendar year must have an information return filed with the Internal Revenue 
Service. Our examination did not disclose any evidence that these forms were 
filed for 1981. 
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We recommend that procedures to identify these vendors be incorporated 
into the accounting system, and that returns be prepared as a routine part 
of year-end payroll reporting. 


Publication Requirement 

The provisions of R.S.A. 71-A:21 require that only this letter be published 
in the next annual report. However, we suggest that you consider the publica- 
tion of the entire report which includes auditor’s opinion, financial statements 
and notes to financial statements. No portion of either the auditor’s opinion, 
financial statements or notes to financial statements may be published 
separately. 


It should be noted that a letter of this type is critical in nature and that 
we do not intend to imply that our review failed to disclose commendable 
features in the present accounting and operating procedures of the Town of 
Northfield. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the Town of North- 
field for their assistance during the course of our audit.

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REPORT OF THE TILTON — NORTHFIELD POLICE 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


At the 1982 town meetings of Tilton and Northfield, it was voted by both 
towns to form a committee to study the feasibility of combining the police 
departments of Tilton and Northfield into one unit. The members of the com- 
mittee were to consist of the town’s two chiefs of police, and from each town, 
a budget committee member, a selectman and a member at large. 


I. Budget and Personnel: 

The committee began its study by determining that the proposed combined 
police force would consist of the following personnel: one chief, one lieu- 
tenant, two sergeants, one corporal, six patrolmen and two 
clerk/dispatchers.* The one year operating budget of this police department 
was determined to be $333,160.92 (based on 1983 costs). It would include 
all expenses related to the operation of the department: salaries (including 
overtime), equipment, (including three cruisers), maintenance, fuel, train- 
ing, uniforms, insurance, office supplies and expenses, retirement, and dues. 
The department would provide twenty-four (24) hour coverage in both towns 
(not presently provided in Northfield) plus an additional forty (40) hours 
of “walk in” service per week, and one full time detective. Two cruisers would 
be in operation twenty-four (24) hours a day with the third one as a back 
up during peak periods. Double personnel would be available for peak hours. 


II. Method of Organization and Control: 

A. Village District (RSA 52:1)—A Village District could be established 
similar to the existing school and fire districts. The district would establish 
boundaries and elect commissioners. At annual meetings a majority of voters 
present would vote to approve the operating budget. The costs would then 
be billed to each member town. This type of organization gives control over 
the police department to the district’s elected commissioners and officers and 
removes the control from the selectmen of each town. 

B. Cooperative District —The two towns could agree to combine the police 
force by special charter. This organization could also be presided over by com- 
missioners. The operating budget would be submitted to each town through 
the town’s budget committees and voted at the regular annual town meetings. 
C. Single District —One of the two towns could take over responsibility for 
rendering police services and contract out to the participating town. The voters 
of the single district town have complete control over operations and budget. 
D. Others—The towns could request legislation from the New Hampshire 
Legislature allowing the towns to organize in a manner not previously men- 
tioned. The town could also consider a joint department of safety, combin- 
ing police, fire and rescue. 


ht is noted that the number of personnel proposed is the same number presently 
employed by both towns.

Ill. Apportionment of Costs: 
The following methods of apportioning costs to the town were considered 
based on a proposed annual operating budget of approximately $333,000.00: 


A. 50/50 split: 


Tilton $166,500.00 
Northfield $166,500.00 
B. Population: 

Tilton Northfield 
Population 3,388 3,052 
Percentage 52.6% 47.4% 
Cost Apportionment $175,158.00 $157,842.00 
C. Equalized Valuation: 

Tilton Northfield 
1980 Equalized Valuation* $62,345,729.00 $49 060,616.00 
Percentage 55.96% 44.04% 
Cost Apportionment $186,347.00 $146,653.00 


D. Other methods for allocating costs include total road mileage com- 
parisons, total calls for services and a combination of all or some of the 
methods previously mentioned. 


IV. Advantages and Disadvantages: 
The following arguments can be made for or against combining the town’s 
police departments: 


Advantages: Increased services to both towns via Twenty-Four (24) hour 
coverage. Possibility of more efficiently operated police department due to 
elimination of administrative duplication; no need for two chiefs, two com- 
munications systems, need for one less cruiser, and only one training pro- 
gram. More professionally operated police department with respect to in- 
vestigation because of a shift in personnel. Establishment of joint police com- 
mission would possibly result in more control and accountability of police 
department to towns. 


Disadvantages: The need to decide whether one or both of the present police 
chiefs would have to be terminated and the possibility of a new chief who 
is unfamiliar with the communities. Diminuation of control over the police 
chief and operation of the department by each town. Town of Northfield 
would pay $54,000.00 more in taxes if cost of operating joint department 
based on a 50/50 split. The need to relocate the department headquarters

in a new facility to handle increase space requirements. The need to establish 
an administrative structure to oversee the operation of a joint department 
(e.g. police commission). Loss of personalized relationship of police depart- 
ment to the citizens due to increase in size of department and the corre- 
sponding loss of personal accountability. Continued need to operate in two 
county court systems. Loss of control by selectmen of each town given the 
establishment of a police commission. 


V. Conclusion: 

It was the responsibility of the Study Committee to look into whether or 
not a joint Tilton/Northfield police department is possible. It is the Study 
Committee’s conclusion that it is feasible to combine the police departments 
of Tilton and Northfield into one unit. There are no legal resons why a joint 
police department could not be formed. This could not be done without a 
substantial effort on the part of the towns to overcome the problems which 
have been discussed in this report or may be unforeseen at this time. The 
support and consent of the voters of both towns would be a necessary pre- 
requisite.

Public Library for Tilton and Northfield 
1982 Annual Report 


The public library served Northfield and Tilton during the year of 1982 
with five trustees (see budget break-down), Librarian Doris Ullrick, Asst. 
Librarian Rachel Entwistle and Library Aide Sandi Emerson. However, we 
were sorry to lose Aide Sandi Emerson in June, when she departed for a 
full-time position after six years of valuable service at the library. Barbara 
Converse of Tilton then joined the staff to give welcomed assistance in our 
continuing work of acquiring, processing, repairing, storing and circulating 
library books and non-print material. Story Hours continued weekly, first 
on Thursdays, later on Tuesdays, with stories, songs and games led by the 
librarian. Free Films for children were also shown weekly at 3:30. Films for 
older children and adults were also shown monthly, but this program was 
halted in June until further demand. Library films shown to the Senior 
Citizens group in February and November were Trap Day, a color film on 
lobstering on Monhegan, Maine; and Restoring Williamsburg, both excellent 
documentaries provided by the State Library. The Annual Book Sale was 
held June 23-26 from a Main St. store, and Camille Tolme of the Friends 
of the Library presented a check for $345 from sale of books which has been 
used to buy new library books. The Summer Reading Program began in late 
June, with the help of a space shuttle made by Sheila Haraldson’s fourth- 
graders of Union Sanborn School. The theme was “Blast off to the stars — 
with a book!” Twenty-five children participated, adding stars to the mid- 
night sky as they reported on books read. Winning readers were Rhonda 
Towne, Leslie Natoli, Kim Snow and Jason Shaw. 

In August the library was closed for eight days while the interior was com- 
pletely painted. The results are beautiful, showing off the architecture and 
woodwork of this historic building. During November, the librarian taught 
special library skills classes to the fourth graders at Union Sanborn School, 
stressing encyclopedia usage, the Dewey Decimal System, Card Catalog and 
library vocabulary. In December a beautiful Scotch Pine Christmas tree was 
donated by Ruth Gorrell and a lovely wreath was given by the T-N Garden 
Club. Both gifts were much appreciated by the library’s visitors.

Beginning in February, Mrs. Smart and I held nine blood pressure clini¢s 
in Tilton at the Belle Peabody Apartments recreation room on the fourth 
Tuesday of the month, excluding July and August. Beginning in March, Mrs.

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1982 ANNUAL REPORT, YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM, 
TOWN OF NORTHFIELD 


In January of 1982, the Youth Assistance Program officially became a 
private, non-profit, tax-exempt corporation. YAP is now eligible for various 
grants. Former director Peter Michaud actively pursued funding in New 
Hampshire through the New Hampshire Charitable Fund, United Way, and 
various New Hampshire foundations. All these avenues were dead-ended, 
and now we’re investigating possibilities on the national level by obtaining 
various resource materials. 


We had several personnel changes during the year. Peter Michaud resigned 
in September to return to probation work and is now with Laconia District 
Court. Assistant Director Jeanne Karazin resigned in November to return 
to her home in New York. The present director began on September 13th, 
and Jean Moreau has been very capably and enthusiastically serving as Ad- 
ministrative Assistant/Program Coordinator since December 6th. With a staff 
of two local residents, YAP looks forward to a measure of staff and pro- 
gram permanence. Three board members resigned during 1982: Janice Baker 
and Jackie Lavigne of Tilton and Barbara Prokosh of Sanbornton. We thank 
all three for their dedicated service. We welcomed two new members, Cindy 
Kurahara of Tilton and Fred Dunlop of Sanbornton. 


Since YAP began in 1975 we have served 496 Northfield youths, 36.6% 
of the total of 1,351 youths. Tilton accounts for 586, 43.2%, and Sanborn- 
ton 244, or 17.9%. We have served 31 or 2.3% from other communities, 
with either the community or the parents reimbursing us for the service. The 
percentage served from each town has been remarkably consistent with the 
40-40-20% funding. 


During 1982 we had 64 referrals from Northfield, accounting for 52.5% 
of the total of 122. Tilton provided 38, or 31.7%, and Sanborriton, 15, or 
11.7%. Other communities provided five or 4.1%. In addition, 52 youths 
attended functions not involving referrals, for a total of 174 youths served 
by the program. The staff spent 453 hours in direct service to youths, counsel- 
ing and consulting, in 1982, and made 468 contacts with parents, other agen- 
cies, etc., on behalf of youths. 


The Juvenile Review board heard 16 court diversion cases from Northfield, 
55.2% of the total, 29 cases. Tilton and Sanbornton accounted for six cases 
each, or 20.7% each. The JRB also heard one case from Franklin. Evidence 
that this program is working well is found in the fact that there have been 
fewer cases each year since 1979. In that year, there were 92; in 1980, 68; 
40 in 1981; and in 1982, 29 court diversion cases. We feel that our other pro- 
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grams and activities also contribute to the well-being of those who participate, 
thereby helping to reduce the JRB case frequency. 


At this point I want to thank the members of the JRB from Tilton for 
their dedication in volunteering to meet with and draw up consequences for 
those youths referred to us for court diversion. The spirit of meeting with 
the youths and their parents and of coming up with meaningful, rather than 
merely punitive, consequences, is one of care, concern, and compassion. 
Members from Tilton are: Janice Baker, Marianne Clark, Pat Clark, Betty 
Davis, Cindy Kurahara, Mark Kurahara, Bill Lawrence Jr., Judy Mills, 
Florence Richmond, Gayle Twombly, and Mary Whitehead. Members from 
Northfield and Sanbornton include: Judy Burlingame, Nancy Chandler, Peg 
Dyment, Tom Fulweiler, Louis Nielsen, Bette Paquet, Lynne Piper, Phil 
Smith, Vin Smith, Neal Stone, and Steve Tessler. We also have a member 
from Franklin, Gloria Guarrancino. 


During 1982 we had workshops on values clarification, alcoholism, job 
hunting, volunteering, and suicide prevention as well as demonstrations of 
karate and taxidermy, and various films and discussions. We have three adult- 
youth matches in our People Program, a big-brother/big-sister type pro- 
gram —a big thanks to Judy Davidson and Don Zimmer, volunteers — and 
we have begun working with the Twin Rivers Family Support Services Team 
to develop a crisis home program for youths. In the works for 1983 is an 
organization of youths which would have regular meetings and create its own 
programs with guidance from the staff, who would work as resource people. 


YAP works very closely with other social service agencies, schools, the 
Tilton-Northfield Recreation Council, and others to provide our youth with 
the best service we can and to avoid overlapping of activities and services. 
We very much appreciate the help and support of townspeople, other agen- 
cies, and especially all who have volunteered —thanks very, very much!
